In Kenya

Those who liaten to Shanghai 
or Manila radio commentaters on 
the war newa know how they 
record the rival claims made by 
British and German official com- 
muniques affecting losses. Then 
these commentators say they do 
not know who is to be believed, 
and sinve that is the case the 
value of what they have to say 
on happenings of the war be.

I paid a visit to Britain, be- 
fore the War, as guest of Baron 
von Lahrmann, known in Liver- 
poo] simply as “Mr. Larman.”

Baron Ernst von Lahrmann 
was district Ieader of the Nazt 
Labour Front. He got 48-hours 
notice from M.1.5 to leave Bri- 
tain—and just handed the whole 
“works” over to Herr Walther 
Reinhardt, the Consul-General. 


He in turn was asked to go, 
and the new Fifth Column 
Gauleiter for Merseyside was 
Herr Egon Harnisch, another 
member of the Consulate staff. 

When we got tipped off that 
Harnisch was on the M.1.5 
black-list, a young German 
master at a grammar school, 
was put in charge. 


UITE openly he held “tea 

parties” in Liverpool, to 
which all sorts of labour-chiefs, 
cranks, social-welfare-ites and 
others were invited.

Those who listen to Shanghai 
or Manila radio commentators on 
the war news know how they 
record the rival claims made by 
British and German official com- 
muniques affecting losses.

HE German word for Fifth

I paid a visit to Britain, be- 
fore the War, as guest of Baron 
von Lahrmann, known In Liver- 
poo! simply as ‘Mr. Larman.” 
We had a_ nice little Fifth 
Column set-up in Liverpool. 


Baron Ernat von Lahrmagn 
was district leader of the Nazi 
Labour Front. He got 48-hours 
notice from M.1.5 to leave Bri- 
tain—and just handed the whole 
“works” over to Herr Walther 
Reinhardt, the Consul-General 


He in turn was asked to go, 
and the new Fifth Column 
Gauleiter for Merseyside was 
Herr Egon Harnisch, another . 
member of the Consulate staff. 

When we got tipped off that 
Harnisch was on the M.1.5 
black-list, a young German 
master at a grammar school, 
was put in charge. 


UITE openly he held “tea- 

parties” in Liverpool, to 
which all sorts of labour-chiefs, 
cranks, social-welfare-ites and 
others were invited.
